A GOOD STEEPLECHASE. 



Despite a mediocre card and a sticky, holding 
track there was a large crowd in attendance at 
Harlem yesterday. The sport was tame through- 
out, the only close finish being in the steeplechase 
over the short course. Crest was supposed to be 
the best in this race but the best she could do was 
to run third, the winner turning up in Bristol. 
Crest led by a big margin until after the ninth 
jump had been taken where Henry Gibbs closed up 
fast on her, the two taking the final obstacle to- 
gether. About here it appeared to bo a two horse 
race but just as they turned for home Bristol 
moved up fast and saved ground by going close to 
the Inside rail. In the last eighth struggle the last 
named steadily wore down the two leaders win- 
ning by a neck from Henry Gibbs which beat Crest 
one for second place. Entering the stretch Crest 
, carried Henry Gibbs out and this probably cost the 
latter the race. Ho stood the stretch drive with 
gameness. Crest tired palpably in the closing 
strides. Old Fox blundered at the eighth jump al- 
most going down. The mishap practically threw 
him out of the contest. David S. fell heavily over 
the first jump and Fearful over the second. 

The first race of the day, a six furlongs dash for 
throe-year-old maidens, proved an easy thing for 
Balm of Gilead, the odds-on favorite. Howon- 
dobler was suffered in the lead to the head of the 
stretch, where Coburn called on Balm of Gilead 
and he responded with a rush, taking command 
when a furlong out and winning as bis rider pleased 
by three and a half lengths from Uowendobler, 
which beat Hose of May a nose for second place. 
Howendobler tired very fast in the last eighth 
struggle. Rose of May made up much ground in 
the final quarter and would have finished second 
in another stride. Sol ran a disappointing race 
and was never a serious contender. 

Leash was easily the best in the second race, a 
five furlongs scramble for two-year-olds. She shot 
right to the front at the rise of the barrier and held 
command throughout, winning by one length from 
Whiten, which beat Arvensis one for second place. 
Arvensib was cut off' at the last eighth post, but it 
hardly made any difference in the result. Amor- 
ous, the red-hot favorite, showed scant speed 
throughout and was never in a position to give his 
backers the slightest hope. John Powers showed 
some early speed. 

The fourth race, also a dash of five furlongs for 
two-year-olds, was productive of a surprise, the 
winner turning up in Mr. Dingle, one of the out- 
siders in the betting. As in the case of Leash he 
look command at flag fall and never afterward re- 
linquished it, winning much as his rider pleased by 
four and a half lengths from Style, which beat 
Musical Slipper two and a half for second place 
Style, under keen pressure, made an ineffectual 
attempt to close up on the winner in the final 
eighth. Musical Slipper, badly outrun.for the first 
three furlongs, made up ground fast in the last 
quarter and finished strongly. Judge Himes’ race 
was far below the good form he has shown lately. 
Robbins was of little help to him, and as he got off 
flatfooted he was in an almost hopeless position by 
the lime he got into his stride. The race should bo 
thrown out of future calculations. 

Hoodwink had things all her own way in the 
fifth race, a dash of once around the circle for throe- 
year-olds. She easily maintained the lead through- 
out, winning by one and one-half lengths from 
Chickadee, which beat Filiform thirty for second 
place. Chickadee made a bold attempt to close up 
on the winner in the final furlong, but to no avail 
Filiform tired rapidly after the first three furlongs 
had been run. 

The last race cf the day, a dash of one mile and 
Boventy yards, went to Charley Moore. Evelyn 
Byrd and Do Madge ran as one horse to the turn 
for home, wnore Charley Moore closed up on them 
and passed into the lead in the last eighth, win- 



ning easily by three and a half lengths from Star 
Cotton, which beat Evelyn Byrd one for second 
place. The last named and Do Madge ran each 
other into submission in the first six inrlongs. 
Star Cotton was under heavy punishment all 
through the last quarter. The other two were 
never serious contenders. 



NOTABLE HORSES TO BE SOLD. 



The “Special Commissioner” writes as follows in 
London Sportsman of September 20th, concerning 
some of the imported horses to be sold in New York 
October 7 and 8, particulars of the sale being adver- 
tised in this issue of Daily Racing Form 
“Among other horses that have just been sent out 
to America, Good Morning, My Boy and Resolute 
are notable. Good Morning was certainly the 
speediest colt of his year— indeed, poor Lester Reiff 
was blamed for not beating Yolodyovski further on 
him at Ascot— and, being by Gallinule out of Kil- 
cock’s dam, he lacks nothing on the score of blood. 
My Boy, which is a half-brother to Altosse, Lady 
Lane, Lady Bob and the yearling filly which made 
2,400 guineas at Doncaster last week, first came into 
note as a really superb yearling when Charles 
Archer bought him for the late Mr. Woolf 
Joel for 1,600 guineas. He was a good 
racehorse, too, and, winning several times, was 
fourth in Flying Fox’s Derby, and would certainly 
have been placed bad he not been badly interfered 
with when Holocanste fell. My Boy is somewhat 
closely related through his sire, Marcion, to St. 
Gatien, and he is built very much on the lines of 
that remarkable horse, which won the Cesarewitch 
by four lengths as a three-year-old, carrying eight 
st. ten. Which of the much-lauded champions of 
the earlier d»ys could have accomplished a feat 
like that? Resolute, the third horse I have 
mentioned above, was undoubtedly the best 
miler in Australia when he was sent to this country 
as a four-year-old. shortly after winning the rich 
Canlfiald Futurity Stakes. He started only once 
in England, winning in a canter. He was then 
retired to the stud, and has been at Swindon, where 
he was the property of Mr. Lawrence, M. R. C. Y. 
S Resolutellwill ’be the only Trenton horse“in 
America, andjas he has a really splendid record 
and is very good looking, he is sure to be in plenty 
of demand.”

THE MORRIS SALE. 

The sale of the entire racing stable and stud of 
A. H. & D. H. Morris attracted a large crowd of 
horsemen to the Fasig-Tipton Company’s paddocks 
at Sheepshead Bay Wednesday noon. While there 
were some disappointments as to the prices real- 
ized, the sale on the whole came np to expectations, 
the thirty-seven head put under the hammer bring- 
ing a total of $110,750. Among those who attended 
the sale were Sidney Paget, John E. Madden. Mil- 



ton Young, Lncien O. Ai)pleby, F. R. Hitchcock, 
T. Hitchcock, Jr., Charles Read, James Galway, 
Col. James E. Pepper, E. R. Cowdin, Overton Che- 
nault, J. H. Carr, H. B. Durham, Orlando A. Jones, 
John Morris, Green B. Morris, R. W. Walden, S. S. 
Brown, Peter W’immer, J. H. McCormick, Frank L. 
Clarke, A. J. Joyner, Charles Littlefield, William 
Lakeland, Enoch Wishard. Col. Jack Chinn, W. M. 
Karrick and H. McC. Potter. Mrs. Lillian Barnes 
Allien, owner of Rancocas and the stallion David 
Garrick, was also present. She was accompanied 
by Dr. Carter, formerly manager of the Lorillard 
stock farm. Bnt Mrs. Allien made no purchases, 
although Dr. Carter bid several times in her behalf. 

The top price paid was $17,100 for the famous 
brood mare Reckon, which was sold to S. S, Brown, 
the Pittsburg millionaire turfman The bidding 
started at $3,000 and was rapidly raised a thousand 
a crack by Charles McMeekin, owner of the Oak- 
wood stud, Lucieu Appleby, Jack Joyner and Capt. 
Brown. Appleby and Brown fought it ont to the 
end and when the great mare was knocked down 
to the latter he was warmly congratulated. 

Correction, famous as the dam of Yankee, and a 
fall sister to Domino, which won thirty-nine races 
on the turf and $17,850 in stakes,’ was also run up 
quickly. Madden stopping at $12,100. Appleby fin- 
ally got the mare for $15,000. The three-year-old 
colt, Compute, which broke down last spring in the 
Belmont Stakes at Morris Park and for which the 
Messrs. Morris refused $30,000 at the time, went to 
R. W. W’alden, who trained the colt, for $10,'00. 
Walden was very well satisfied with his purchase, 
for he has always prized this animal highly and 
would have gone much higher in the bidding if he 
had been compelled to do so. 

Madden, Joyner and Walden were the leading 
bidders for the stallion Bowling Brook until Mc- 
Meekin took a hand and got him for $8,100. J. -J, 
McCafferty bought the celebrated Filigrane for 
$6,3C0, but was acting for somebody else whose 
identity he refused to disclose. Capt. Brown ont- 
bid Madden for tbe mare La Misere and took her 
away for $6,000. J. H. McCormick, representing L. 
V. Bell, secured the three-year-old filly Hanover 
Qaeen for $6,000. 

Walden went as high as $3,300 for tbe mare Pres- 
tidigitatrice and she was knocked down to him. 
He also bought the mares Metempsychosis and 
Summer Sea for $1,400 and $3,600, respectively. For 
Qaeen Elizabeth, a two-year-old filly, who is a full 
sister to Old England, Walden paid $1,500. 

In additi on t o bnying Correction, Appleby, who, 
it waTsaid, represented an English owner, reported 
to be Lord Clonmell, pnrebased the mare Vacation 
for $1,400. Madden bid $3,300 and got the noted 
imported stallion Galore. He also bought tbe mare. 
Discretion for $1,700, a yearling filly by Filigrane — 
L’lotrignante for $3,000, the three-year-old filly The 
Hoyden for $1,100, and a yearling colt by Mars- 
Correction, a half brother to Yankee, last year’s 
Futurity winner, for $5C0. 

Captain Brown got the stallion. The Friar, for 
$2..300, while Milton Young, the well-known breeder, 
took the mares, Lizzie Baker for $3,000, Rosethorn 
for $1,.300, Sulphide for $1,800, Ambnlanre for $1,100, 
Holiday for $-100 and Active for $100. The three-year- 
old colt Dolce Far Niente was purchased for $1,( 00 
by Walden, for his six-year-old granddaughter, 
Thelma Walden Littlefield, the daughter of Fred 
Littlefield. The little girl already has a broodmare 
and a yearling and is the youngest owner in 
America. 

While the two-year-old filly Tristesse was in tbe 
ring, she made snch a vicious kick at the ropes 
that Col. Jack Chinn fell over backward. The 
colonel did not pnt his hand to his hip pocket.
